TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


To The Honorable Selectmen and Residents 
of West Rutland, Vermont 

The following is a report of the activities of your Town Manager's 
office. This is much longer than usually necessary however, 1 feel that 
due to the increase in our projects it is the only way to improve 
communications. 

When you receive this Town Report, the Sewer System will be 
under construction having started January 19, 1970, All participating 
agencies have approved and will finance us as the work progresses. We 
are starting on short term notes with the hope of selling bonds later 
with a lower interest rate, (Note Sewer Account) There will be many 
inconveniences this summer as in all construction projects. However, 
this office intends to keep all complaints at a minimum. Please feel free 
to contact us and also the Resident Engineer. I am sure that we will be 
able to work out any problems that may arise. 

In keeping with the fulfillment of the duties of this office, 1 have 
followed all of the available State and Federal funds and have the 
following two projects and matching funds for their completion. This 
town started a Recreation Area sometime ago on the Clarendon River 
and it became necessary in June. 1969 to re-new our application, 1 
contacted Mr. Forrest Orr, Executive Director of the Interagency 
Committee on Natural Resources, and received a six month extension 
to February, 1970. Mr. Orr met with us and a project cost was 
submitted to him of $32,000.00 for a bath house, fireplaces and fences. 
25% of the cost will be local; $8,000.00; 25% State— SB, 000.00 and 
50% B.G.R, funds. Our share would be twelve cents (12# on the Grand 
List for one (!) year or four cents (4^) for three (3) years. The latter 
would make it necessary to borrow the balance for two years. On a vote 
of approval this project will start in April or May of this year, 

Castle ton River Watershed Project -Article 14 This project was 
tabled at the 1969 Town Meeting due to lack of interest from Pittsford 
and revived this year due to the following reasons: The Department of 
Forests and Parks was not interested as a recreation area and their share 
was picked up by the Fish and Game Department, the Federal Soil 
Conservation Service and the State Water Resources. This project 
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should start in the fall. The following is an estimated cost breakdown at 
present:

Regional Planning— As you will note a sum of money is requested 
for Regional Planning based on Ai of the Equalized Grand List or a 
total of $ 5 68*00* I have attended these meetings and do recommend 
that we continue for at least one more year. It is imperative that we 
remain a member to obtain State and Federal Aid on all future projects. 

The Town accepted the street known as Pleasant Heights and 
money spent this past year was absorbed in the Highway Fund of 
approximately $1100*00* It appears separately this year-S625*46 
paving and culverts and approximately $375.00 for sand, plowing, etc* 
In the future, this will appear under the Highway Account. 

Article 2 of the Warnings of 3969 has been deleted due to an act of 
Legislature in 1969, which appears in Book I, Title 7, Section 161 and 
162 making its appearance in the Warning of 1970 unnecessary* Article 
15 has also been cancelled by the State Tax Department* 

In conclusion, let me thank you for your fine cooperation this past 
year.

Each week on Monday at 10:30 A.M.> the Civil Defense whistle is 
tested. Please take notice that one week the whistle will reach high 
pitch and remain at that pitch for 3 minutes. This the alert signal. Then 
the following week, the whistle will go to high pitch and down again to 
only 3 times per minute. This is the "take cover 5 signal. In any event, if 
you should hear the Siren blow and suspect that something is wrong, 
you may follow these suggestions. 


L Turn on your radio or television and listen for an emergency 
broadcast. 

2. If you have no radio or television try to get information from your 
neighbors or people on the street. 


In case of a pending disaster due to fallout from an atomic explosion, 
you must seek shelter from radiation. The time you have to reach 
shelter may vary from hour to 3 hours or more. Here are more 
suggestions on what you could do. 

1. The Kitchen Quarry of the Vermont Marble Co. is stocked with 
canned bread and cookies, Medical Kits and sanitation cans and has a 
\00% protection factor from radiation. This shelter can be used easily 
summer or winter and will hold 3,000 to 5,000 people. 

2. If you leave your home to seek shelter, be sure to turn off all 
appliances or anything that could start a fire. You could leave your 
animals in the basement. 

3. Be sure to bring all your medications you are normally required 
to take. Aspirin, etc. are also acceptable. 

4. Dress as warm as you can and bring all the extra blankets, food, 
such as milk, oranges, canned meat, etc. that you can carry. 

5. Walk toward the Vermont Marble Co. mills. Police will direct 
you to tite shelter.

7. An Emergency Operation Center is located in the basement of 
the Town Hall If you need to call this Center, call the Town Manager’s 
number-2263. 


8. If anyone is confined to their beds or needs help to reach a 
shelter, you should notify the town manager’s office. This should be 
done before a disaster should strike, 

9, All farm animals should be given the best cover they can get. 
Any protection is better than none.

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REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 

The Rutland Regional Planning Commission was created m March of 
1967 and is now composed of 20 communities within Rutland County. 
There are !3 other similar bodies in the state, Basic reasons for 
formation were; to assist members in utilizing the Region’s advantages 
and to encourage cooperation among themselves where it can be proven 
beneficial; to formulate a strong voice when speaking to state or federal 
governments; to secure technical help on planning related matters; to be 
eligible for certain grants; and to prepare studies and advisory plans for 
the orderly growth of the Region. 

Representation is by one appointed Regular and/or Alternate 
Commissioner from each community regardless of physical size, wealth 
or population. The Town of West Rutland is represented by Smith 
Hamer as Regular Commissioner and Carl Winer as Alternate. Open 
meetings are held once a month to discuss business and also work 
performed by the staff or consultant. These meetings have been rotated 
to different communities to emphasize the areawide philosophy of 
regional planning and to encourage individual participation. 

The Commission embarked upon a iwo-year comprehensive planning 
project in July 1968 financed by a one-sixth assessment from members, 
a one-sixth grant from the State of Vermont and a two-thirds grant 
From the Department of Housing and Urban Development’s planning 
assistance program. In other words, a dollar of local money became six 
for planning purposes. 

Completed to date are numerous maps of local interest, preliminary 
reports or discussions on economic base, population, housing, 
recreation, open space, finances, transportation, community facilities, 
model zoning and subdivision bylaws, a sketch plan. etc. In addition to 
these useful technical studies, the Commission has sponsored meetings 
of common interest, has aided individual communities in preparing 
plans, has helped in the adoption of interim zoning which gives 
temporary protection, has helped communities receive federal grants, 
has secured temporary waivers from the state sanitary landfill 
requirements, has set up an office, retained a staff and consultant, etc. 
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The RRPC will become even more important in the future as 
communities face the pressures of increased growth and need for 
services. An agency such as the RRPC* composed of local 
representatives can look to the future and help develop proper 
approaches to cope with change. Through coordinated and cooperative 
efforts, plus technical aid, local governments may be able to accelerate 
endeavors to control their destiny before it is done by higher levels of 
government. 

The two-year planning project is scheduled for completion by June 
30, 1970* Early in its deliberation, the RRFC members agreed, that to 
be effective, its function must be a continuing one* The present 
two-year comprehensive planning project will be useful only if it results 
in action* They also recognize that grants are being predicated more and 
more on the basis of areawide planning participation* In fact, the 
prerequisites which now apply only to a few programs will eventually 
apply to dozens. 

In order to continue the work of the Commission beyond June 30, 
1970* additional local funds will be needed to match other sources. The 
town should vote to continue membership as well as an appropriation. 
A vote for regional planning will mean that communities will continue 
to be eligible for a variety of federal grants, that the two-year planning 
project of inventory-analysis-plans will not be forfeited and that help 
will be available to implement appropriate plans and ideas*

The enactment by the General Assembly of 
the Social Welfare Act of 1967 eliminated sharing in State welfare costs 
at the local level and consequently* the basis For this type of reporting 
to the towns. 

This years report on amounts of money paid to money payment 
recipients in your town and monthly average number of recipients is for 
calendar year 1969 in contrast to the half year report made last year. In 
addition, we are able to report a full year of money spent for General 
Assistance and for the last six months of the year, the value of the 
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bonus food stamps given to residents of your town and the monthly 
average number of participants. General Assistance is the program that 
was formerly operated by your Overseer of the Poor. Your town's 
tabulation is as follows:

January 1, 1969 - December 31, 1969 

RUTLAND COUNTY MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE 

The end of December is a good time to stop and look at what has 
been going on in the past year and to plan for the new season. The 
Rutland County Mental Health Service has made some major changes in 
the past year. Staff has increased from 12 to 31* Programs have 
expanded and new services were added. Plans are underway to move to 
larger quarters in a few months* From an out-patient, consultation 
agency, it has developed into a comprehensive community mental 
health center* In January, 1969, one nurse was employed, today there 
are 3 1 . Federal funding has greatly facilitated this growth. 

The new services added are in-patient psychiatric hospitalization, 
offered in conjunction with the Rutland Hospital; emergency, 24 hour 
crises service* (telephone number 775-1000); a partial hospitalization 
program located at the Qahal Coffee House in Rutland and Gregory’s in 
North Clarendon; mental retardation pre-school training, located at St. 
Joseph The Provider College, and in Fair Haven and Danby* 

At the same time, direct out-patient service showed a substantial 
increase. Marital and family counseling, psychological testing, group 
and individual psychotherapy were provided to 843 Rutland County 
families as compared to 667 last year: 6,000 individual interviews and 
1 1 2 group sessions were conducted as compared to 5 ,585 and 7 1 
respectively last year* The after-care service helped 120 returning 
Waterbary Hospital patients find jobs, homes and security in Rutland 
County. The Youth Activity program provided a wholesome 
recreational outlet to 150 (44 last year) children in need of individual 
attention* Big Brother-Big Sister program increased from 100 to 171 
children seen on a regular weekly basis. School consultation expanded 
to cover Poultney, Proctor. West Rutland, Rutland Town this year. 
Psychiatric consultation to physicians jumped from 82 to 122 with the 
advent of Dr* James Todd to the staff in July.

1 969 was a busy year and 1970 promises to be even busier. Although 
difficult to assess, it is estimated that the Rutland County Mental 
Health Service is meeting 50 to 60 percent of the mental health needs 
of the county, a very good percentage in reference to the rest of the 
county but still far short of the goal of serving the mental health needs 
of Rutland County,

WEST RUTLAND 

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools to the taxpayers of West Rutland, 

Many new educational projects were begun in West Rutland with the 
enthusiastic participation of the administrators, teachers, school board 
members and citizens. 

The profits from good education are diffused throughout the whole 
school population and the benefits reached are tangible. As each 
student shares his knowledge with his family, his town government, his 
state and country, he displays a positive manipulative factor held in his 
own mind and heart. By aligning skill and ambition, he may carry his 
mental resources and convert them to cash and personal ambition. 
Therefore the basic philosophy behind every new program is that each 
pupil will gain from the experience and eventually put this gain to 
profitable use. 

During the summer months, the school plant was repaired, 
completely painted and Educational TV was installed throughout the 
building. In August a l wo day teacher orientation program was 
instituted, designed specifically for the new members of the teaching 
staff. They were introduced to the educational philosophy and die 
operation of the school. As a result, the transition from summer free 
time to school work was done more smoothly and at a faster rate. 

A new Latin I program was inserted into the curriculum this year. 
The language is being taught by an audio-lingual co nee pt-t apes, records 
and reading materials- instead of the straight textbook approach. A 
valuable feature of this approach is that each pupil is able to learn the 
language, whether or not is is a capable reader and he can learn at his 
own rate of comprehension. 

The English department has continued and expanded on emphasis on 
drama and the theatre. A film course, supported by a Title grant 
(federal funds) was started for the purpose of studying and making 
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films as a means of creative communication. The Art curriculum now 
includes three dimensional art (sculture. wood carving, etc.), graphic 
arts and art appreciation (field trips, museum trips, etc.) for seventh 
and eighth students. These courses were introduced so that the pupils 
will be trained, to a degree, in divergent creative thinking; that is the 
willingness and ability to present something new and unusual and to be 
tolerant of others doing likewise. 

In addition to the Cooperative Work project that has been a feature 
of the Business Education Department, a Work Experience Program has 
been implemented. Geared toward juniors and seniors whose continued 
high school education is in question, this project lets them work part of 
the school year so that they may gain information and a basic 
understanding of job opportunities in business and industry. 

A teacher self-assessment workshop has been programmed for two 
afternoons during the remainder of the school year. The consultant fees 
will be absorbed by the Action Center IV (federally funded) located in 
Center Rutland. Teachers want to evaluate their situation in the 
classroom because of the dimensions of a rapidly changing social, 
political, scientific and cultural society has brought to modern 
education. 

Possibly the most educationally exciting project to be implemented 
in West Rutland is the Learning Disabibties Program for under-achievers 
in school work. Approximately 15% to 25% of the pupils have physical, 
mental, psychological or sociological malfunctions, either separately or 
in combination with one another. The purpose of the Learning 
Disabilities Program is to diagnose and remediate the problems 
encountered by these pupils through a team of specialists. (Mrs.) 
Virginia Towle is coordinator of the project and parents, 
administrators, teachers, physical education personnel and guidance 
people have been oriented toward the child with these problems so that 
the pupil may overcome his difficulties. 

Having a co-partnership with Rutland Mental Health and the tying 
together of three different sources of money federal (Title I), state 
(Learning Disabilities) and local-makes the Rutland Central 
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Supervisory Union's Learning Disabilities Program unique in the State 
of Vermont* 

The elementary’ educational curriculum will have to be assessed 
because of state law. Parents, faculty and students will be called upon 
to help with the assessment of the existing program. It is hoped, that 
from this study a design and an improved elementary program for West 
Rutland will be started in the near future. 

With all the innovative approaches that have been introduced to the 
educational process in West Rutland, there still are many needs Lhat 
have to be corrected* Namely, 1) the industrial arts facilities and 
program has to be expanded, 2) the library needs more space, materials* 
and equipment so it may become a learning resource center, 3) a 
remedial program is needed for secondary students, 4) a genera! 
increase in electives throughout the secondary curriculum would be 
most desirable, 5) and because of increasing school population on 
extension of classroom space is urgent. 

Portable classrooms will alleviate part of the present problem but in 
actuality a new high school in conjunction with other towns will be 
able to provide for modern facilities and an exciting flexible all-round 
curriculum for each and every student. 

The importance of sound education was never greater than it is 
today* As a result of the large number of pupils applying for college 
admission, colleges can be much more selective than ever before* The 
opportunities open to those prepared for them become greater in this 
world of rapid scientific advancement. While the opportunities offered 
the high school and college graduate, respectively* are not the same, the 
former faces greater competition and needs preparation to meet it with 
success. 

The proportion of people with less than four years of high school 
declined from 62% to 49% in the decade 1956 to 1966. During that 
time the proportion of college graduates increased from 9% to I3%* 
Whether annual income figures or lifetime earnings are considered, one 
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fact is certain - percentage increases in income vary directly with the 
degree of education a person has. 

What is a better way to invest the taxpayers 1 dollars than in the 
young people of today through a good modern education? 

In dosing this report, 1 express my appreciation to the West Rutland 
School Directors, the administrators, teachers and custodial staff, town 
officials and the citizens for their cooperation during the past year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
1969-1970 

On January 27, 1969, audiogram testing was completed on all 
students. 

Health records are kept for each child and parents are notified of any 
defects. 

On February 3, 1969, I started individual testing at the Main St. 
School. 

On February 28, 1969, an Oral Sabin Clinic was held at St. 
Stanislaus School. The following immunizations were given: 62 
Trivalent boosters, 8 Type I and 5 Type ill. 

A make-up clinic was held the same day at the Main St. School: 22 
Trivalent boosters, 1 Type I, 10 Type III. and 1 Type II were 
administered. The clinics were held under the supervision of Public 
Health Nurse Mrs. Nancy Davis, with assistance by Mrs. Esther Nelson. 
School Nurse. 

On March 20, 1969. audiometric testing of all students at Main St, 
and St. Stanislous School were completed. 

On March 24, 1969, audiometric testing was started at the 
Kindergarten. A make-up Oral Sabin clinic was held at St. Stanislous on 
March 26. The following immunizations were given: 2 Type I; 2 Type 
II; 5 Type III, and 5 Trivalent boosters. 

Audiometric testing at the Kindergarten was completed on April 1. 

Juniors and seniors were weighed and measured on April 10 through 
April 22, 

An Oral Sabin clinic was held on April 23, Seven Type IT 2 Type 1IL 
and I Trivalent booster were given. 
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From April 24 to April 29, grades 1 through 6 were weighed and 
measured. 

On April 30, Dr. Coagdon spoke to some of the students on the 
reproduction of humans. 

Grades 7 and 8 were weighed and measured on May 5 and 6. 

May 7, 8 and 13 marked the completion of checking grades 1 
through 8 at St. Stanjslous. 

The permanent records for the Main St. School weife completed on 
May 21 , 

The re-checking of eyes occurred at Sl. Slanislous on May 22. Ten 
children were in need of glasses; 7 have procured glasses. 

The checking of freshmen and sophomores was completed on May 
26. 

Records for St. Stanislous School were completed on June 5. 

On June 10 T 1 attended a lecture at die Rutland Hospital, where the 
speaker was Dr. Margaret Waddington. Her subject was Seizures.’ 1 

School opened with a full session on September 3. There were 623 
students registered at the Main St. School* St. Stanislous School and the 
Kindergarten. 

Permission slips for vitamins were sent home on September 4. 
Vitamins were distributed to grades 1 through 6 on September 8. The 
same day permission slips were sent home at St. Stanislous School. 

Vitamins are furnished to all children in the public school; any child 
receives these vitamins if his parents so desire. The vitamins are 
purchased by the Parent-Teacher Organization. St, Stanislous pupils pay 
for their vitamins. Pre-school children also have the advantage of these 
vitamins. 
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Individual audiometric testing of grade I was completed on 
September 1 5, 

On September 19, permission slips for the dental program were sent 
borne for the Kindergarten, and grades I through 8 for the Main St. 
School and St* Stanislaus School. 

The completion of audiogram testing for grades 1 through 4 occurred 
on September 24, 25, and October 3* 

The dental program started on October 6, with Mrs. Margaret 
Randalh FL D* H. as our dental hygienist. 

On October 8, grades 2 and 4 were weighed and measured* 

Audiogram testing in grades 5 and 6 was completed on October 14 
and 15* 

I attended a Nurses 5 Meeting in Burlington on October 17. Dr* 
Carlton Marshall was the speaker. 

Audiometric testing of grade 2 pupils was completed on November 3 
and 4. 

Our first hepatitis case was reported on November 3* 

Audiogram testing in the Kindergarten was completed on November 
7 and 11. One child was discovered to have a hearing loss* The parents 
were notified, and the situation has been corrected* 

On November 20, a clinic was held at the Main St* School. Dr. 
Emelie Perkins was the attending physician. Mrs* Charlotte Steele and 
Miss Marion Segate, Public Health Nurses, and Mrs* Esther Nelson, 
School Nurse, assisted* Helpers were Mrs* Leonard DiGangi and Mrs. 
Chester Godrick* There were 10 physicals, 13 diphtheria, and tetanus 
boosters, and 4 diphtheria and tetanus Type II. Ten parents were 
present* 
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A second clinic was held at the Main St. School on November 2L 
The attending physician was Dr. Emelie Perkins. Assistants were Miss 
Marion Segaie, Public Health Nurse, and Mrs* Esther Nelson, School 
Nurse. Mrs. Robert Kupfcrer was the helper. There were four physicals, 
4 diphtheria and tetanus boosters, and one diphtheria and tetanus Type 
II. Four parents were present. There were no vaccinations administered 
because of the prevalence of mumps. Clinics have been cancelled until 
later on because of the mumps epidemic. 

individual audiometric testing was completed in grades 3, 4, and 5, 
on November 24. and 25. 

On December 3, 4, 5, and 9, individual audiogram testing was 
completed at St. Stanislaus School One child had a hearing loss; the 
parents were notified. 

individual audiometric testing, also weighing and measuring, was 
completed in grades 1 and 2 on December 1 1 and 1 2. 

On December 16 and IS, individual audiometric testing, also 
weighing and measuring, was completed in grade 6. 

Individual audiogram testing was completed in grades 7 and 8 on 
January 6 and 8 a 1970. 

School conferences are held under the supervision of the Vermont 
Department of Health. 

Children hurt during the school session who require a doctors care 
or x-rays, have been taken care of by the school nurse. 

There have been many cases of mumps; colds, grippe, and sore 
throats have also been prevalent. 

Fifty home calls were made, and there were numerous phone 
contacts.

In July Earle H* Bishop resigned as lister and Charles S* Glidden, Jr* 
was appointed to fill out his term. All three of us attended the 
three-day “listers* school” at Castleton. We are trying to get some of 
our work done before April to avoid the AprihMay rush that crowds 
listers 7 work; if we succeed we hope it will improve the quality of our 
work. Some of you have received preliminary notices of changes in 
appraisal; this is an experiment, which we hope will leave fewer 
disagreements to be argued on Grievance Days. Grievance Day, by the 
way. is by law the day your complaint must be in our hands in writing, 
or we shouldn 7 t consider it. 

Appraisal methods 

As you know, the State Tax Department furnishes us tables, 
guidelines and other information to help us in appraising both real 
estate and personal property. We hope that following these makes our 
appraisals more accurate; we are sure that whatever inaccuracies result 
are fairly uniform, so that taxpayers are treated very much alike. 

Cattle census 

Last year the town voted to exempt cattle from the personal 
property tax. This relieves us of the task of valuing cattle, but we are 
still required by law to furnish an accurate count of them. Farmers, in 
other words, must still tell us how many cattle they have, even though 
they won’t pay any tax on them. 

Poll tax 

Thanks to the poll tax, the listers or their assistants must call on 
you every year. This is a nuisance to you, and to us as weO, but we 
can’t avoid it so long as there is a poll tax. 

Exemptions 

We find 336 exemptions from poll tax, of which 78 were for 
veterans, their wives and widows. Property tax exemptions, at listed 
values (50% of actual value), amounted to $188 thousand, of which 
$80 thousand was veterans’ exemptions and SI 08 thousand the 
three-year exemption on new homes. 
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U is important that each of you entitled to a veteran’s exemption 
go through the paperwork involved by a date fixed in the law* Unless 
we have in our hands, by May 1, 1970, both your claim for exemption 
and the Veterans Administration certification, you are not entitled to 
any exemption for 1970 and we are required by law to tax you* 

The three-year exemption from property tax on new dwellings 
usually works out to less than three years, since the calendar year in 
which construction begins counts as the first yean If a cellar hole is dug 
in the fall, and most of the actual building is done after the following 
April 1 , the owner-buiider actually gets only one year’s exemption. 

Moreover, in figuring school aid by the state to the various towns, 
the state “equalizes” the towns in a way that reduces our state aid 
because of these exemptions (but of course not dollar for dollar).
